This Commander was a Man of a finer 
ſort of Addreſs and Converſation, betrer 
| bred, and more engaging, than moſt 0 
that fort of Men are; fo that he ſecm'd 
rather never to have been bred out of 4 
Cburt, than almeſt all his Life at Sei 
This Captain therefore was always bette 
receiv'd at Court, than moſt of the Tra 
ders to : thoſe Countries were; and eſpe 
cially: by Oroonoko, who was more civilz'd 
according to the European Mode, than an 
other had been, and took more Delight in 
the M hite Nations; and, above all, Me 
of Parts and Wit.

And 
i- ſhe aſſumed in an Inſtant her Good-

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The next Thing to be conſider'd was, 
which. Way this Deed was to be done; 
for they doubted not, but when it was 
done, all the World would lay it upon 
the Princeſs, as done by her Command:

To this End he waited ſeveral Nights 
near her Lodgings, but till, either ſhe 


went not out, or when ſhe return d. ſhe 


was ſo guarded with Friends, her Lover, 
and Flambeaux, that he could not aim 
at her without endangering the Life of 
ſome other. But one Night above the 
reſt, upon a Sunday, when he knew ſhe 
would be at the Theatre, for ſhe never 
miſſed that Day feeing the Play, he wait- 
ed at the Corner of the Stadt-Houſe, 
near the Theatre, with his Cloak caſt 

| over 
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over his Face, and a black Periwig, all 
alone, with his Piſtol ready cock'd; and 
remain*'d not very long but he ſaw her 
Kinſman's Coach come along; *twas al- 
moſt dark, Day was juſt ſhutting up her 
Beauties, and left ſuch a Light to govern 
the World, as ſerved only juſt to diſtin- 
guiſh one Object from another, and 
a convenient Help to Miſchief. He ſaw 
alight out of the Coach only one young 
Lady, the Lover, and then the deſtin'd 
Victim; which he (drawing near) knew 
rather by her Tongue than Shape. The 
Lady ran into the Play-Houſe, and left 
Allcidiana to be conducted by her Lover 

into it: Who led her to the Door, and

This Noiſe quickly alarm'd her Lover; 
and all the Coachmen and Footmen im- 
mediately ran, ſome one Way, and ſome 
another. One of em ſeeing a Man haſte 
away in a Cloak; he being a luſty, bold 
German, ſtopped him; and drawing upon 
him, bad him ſtand, and deliver his Piſ- 
tol, or he would run him through. ol 
Tarquin being ſurpriſed at the Bold- 

neſs of this Fellow to demand his Piſtol, 
as if he poſitively knew him to be the 

Murderer (for ſo he thought himſelf, 
ſince he believed Alcidiana dead) had fo 
much Preſence of Mind as to conſider, . 
if he ſuffered himſelf to be taken, he ſhould 
poorly die a publick Death; and therefore 
_ refolv*d upon one Miſchief more, to ſecure 
himſelf from the firſt: And in the Mo- 
ment that the German bad him deliver his 
Piſtol, he cried, Though I have no Piſtol 
to deliver, I have a Sword to cbaſtiſe thy 
Inſolence. And throwing off his Cloak, 
and flinging his Piſtol from him, he drew,

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This Noiſe of Swords brought every 
body to the Place; and immediately the 
Brun ran, The Murderer was. e. the 
Murderer was taken: Tho none knew 
which was he, nor as yet ſo much as the

the Company ſtill gathering as they ran,

at laſt, to yield to his Purſuers, who ſoon 
found him to be Prince Targuin in Dil- 
guiſe: And they carry*d him directly to 
Priſon, being Sanda), to wait the coming 
Day, to go before a Magiſtrate. 1.. - | 


In an Hour's Time the whole fatal Ad- 
venture was carried all over the City, 


and every one knew that Tarquin was 
the intended Murderer of Alcidiana ; _ and 
not one but had a real Sorrow and Com- 
paſſion for him. They heard how bràve- 
ly he had defended himſelf, how many 


he had wounded before he could be ta- 
ken, and what Numbers he had fought "UM 
through: And even thoſe that ſaw his 


Valour and Bravery, and who had affiſt- 

ed at his being ſeiz'd, now repented from 
the Bottom of their Hearts their having 
any Hand in the Ruin of ſo gallant a 
Man; eſpecially ſince they knew the La- 
dy was not hurt.

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former Conduct had loſt, The Fathers 
were perpetually with bim; and all join'd 
with one common Voice in this, That 
he ought to abandon a Woman ſo wick - 
ed as the Princeſs; and that however 
Fate dealt with him, he could not ſhew 
himſelf a true Penitent, while he laid 
the Author of ſo much Evil in his Bo- 
ſom: That Heaven would never bleſs 
him, till he had renounced her: And on 
ſuch Conditions he would find thoſe that 
would employ their utmoſt Intereſt to 
ſave his Life, who elſe would not ſtir 
in this Affair. But he was ſo deaf to 
all, that he could not ſo much as dif- 
ſemble a Repentance for having married 
her....... | 
He lay a long Time in Priſon, and all 
that Time the poor Father Franciſco. re- 
mained there alſo: And the good Fathers 
who. daily viſited theſe two amorous Pri- - 
ſoners, the Prince and Princeſs; and who 


found, by the Management of Matters, 1 


it would go very hard with Targuin, en- 
tertained em often with holy Matters re- 
lating to the Life to come; from which, 
before his Trial, he gathered what his 
Stars had appointed, and that he was 
deſtin'd to die. 

This gave an * A Torment to 
the now repenting Beauty, who had re-

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duced him to it; and ſhe began to ap- 
pear with a more ſolid Stief: Which 
being perceived a good Fathers, they

At firſt ſne ſeemed inclined 
to Field ;- but Shame of being her own 
Detector, in ſo vile a Matter, recalled 
her Goodneſs, and ſhe faintly Perfiſted

At the End of x Months, Prince Tar- 
daun was Called to his Tryal ; where I 
will pass over the Circuraſtances, which 
are only what is uſdal in ſuch criminal 
| Caſes, and telf you, that he being found 
guilty of the Intent of killing Aleidiana, 
was condemned to loſe his Head in the 
Market -Place, and the Princeſs 1 to be ba- 
niſhed her Country. x. 

After Sentence pronounced; to "ot rel 
Grief of all the Spectators, he was carry'd 
back to Priſon, And now the woe 
cx 8 attac 
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attack her anew; and ſhe, whoſe Griefs 


daily encreaſed, with a Languiſnment 
that brought her very near her Grave, 
at laſt confeſs'd all her Life, all the 
Eewdneſs of her Practices with ſeve- 
ral Princes and great Men, beſides her 
Luſts with People that ſerved her, and 
others in mean Capacity: And laſtly; 
the whole Truth of the young Friar z 
and how ſhe had drawn the Page, and 
the Prince her Huſband, to this deſign'd 
Murder of her Siſter, This ſhe ſigned 
with her Hand, in the Preſence of 'the 
Prince, her Huſband, and ſeveral Holy 
Men who were preſent. - Which being 
fignify*d to the Magiſtrates, the Friar was 
3 deliver d from his Irons 
(where he had languiſhed more than two 
whole - Years) in great Triumph, with 
much Honour, and lives a moſt exem- 
plary pious Life, as he did before; for he 
is now living in Antwerp. 

After the Condemnation of theſe two 
unfortunate Perſons, who begot ſuch dif- 
ferent Sentiments in the Minds of the 
People (the Prince, all the Compaſſion 
and Pity imaginable ;- and the Princeſs, 
all the Contempt and Deſpite;) they 
languiſhed almoſt ſix Months longer in 
Priſon: ſo great an Intereſt there was 
made, in order to the ſaving his Eife, 


by 
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by all the Men of the Robe. On the 


other ſide, the Princes, and great Men 


of all Nations, who were at the Court 


of Bruſſels, who bore a ſecret Revenge in 
their Hearts againſt a Man who had, as 
they pretended, ſet up a falſe Title, on- 
ly to take Place of them; who indeed 
was but a Merchant's Son of Holland, as 
they ſaid; ſo. incens'd them againſt him, 
that they were too hard at Court for 
the Church-men. However, this Diſpute 
gave the Prince his Life ſome Months 
longer than was expected; which gave 
him alfo ſome Hope, that a Reprieve for 
ninety Years would have been granted, 
as was deſired. Nay, Father Franciſco ſo 
intereſted himſelf in this Concern, that he 
writ to his Father, and ſeveral Princes of 
Germany, with whom the Marquis Caſte! 
Roderigo was well acquainted, to intercede 
with him for the ſaving of Targuin; fince 

*rwas more by his Perſuaſions, than thoſe 
of all who attacked her, that made Miran- 
da confeſs the Truth of her Affair with 
him. But at the End of ſix Months, 
when all Applications were found fruitleſs 
and vain, the Prince receiv'd News, that 
in two Days he was to die, as his Sen- 
tence had been before pronounced, and 
for which he prepared himſelf with all 
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On the following Friday, as ſoon as it 
was light, all People of any Condition 
ame to take their Leaves of him; and 
none departed with dry Eyes, or Hearts 
unconcern'd to the laſt Degree: For Tar- 
uin, when he found his Fate inevitable 
bore it with a Fortitude that ſhewed no 
digns of Regret ; but addreſs'd himſelf to 
ll about him with the fame. chearful, 
modeſt, and great Air, he was wont to 
do in his moſt flouriſhing Fortune. His 
Valet was dreſſing him all the Morning, 


ind he was all in Mourning, and ſo were 
ll his Followers; for even to the laſt he 
kept up his Grandeur, to the Amazement 
of- all People. And indeed, he was ſo 
paſſionately belov'd by them, that thoſe he 
had diſmiſs*d, ſerv'd him voluntarily, and 
you ld not be perſuaded to abandon him 
chile he liv'd. 

The Princeſs was alſo Fe in Mourn- 
ng, and her two Women ; and notwith- 
anding the unheard-of Lewdneſs and 
Villanies ſhe had confeſs'd of her ſelf, the 
Prince {till ador'd her; for ſhe had {till 
thoſe Charms that made him firſt do ſos 
or, to his laſt Moment, could he be 
brought to wiſh, that he had never ſeen 
her; but on the contrary, as a Man yet 
ainly proud of his Fetters, he ſaid, All 
Vorl. I. N ö the 


o many Interruptions they had by Viſitors; 
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the Satisfaction this ſhort Moment 0 
Life could afford him, was, that he 1 
died in endeavouring to ſerve Mir ande oll 
his adorable Princeſs. - 2 
After he had taken Edavs of all, whe jott 
thought: it neceſſary to leave him to himſel T 
for ſome: Time, he retir' d with his Confeſſſ y. 
ſor; where they were about an Hour if * 
Prayer, all the Ceremonies of Devotio Ar 
that were fit to be done, being already paſt 
At laſt che Bell toll'd, and he was to takt 
Leave of the Princeſs, as his laſt Wor i 
of Kife, and the moſt hard he had to ad, 
compliſn. He threw himſelf at her Feet 
and! gazing on her as ſhe ſat more deac 
than alive, overwhelm'd with ſilent Grief" 
chey both remain'd ſome Moments ſpeech 
leſs; and then, as if one riſing Tide c 
Tears had ſupply*d both their Eyes, 
burſt out in Streams at the ſame Inſtant 
and when his Sighs gave Way, he utter 
a thouſand Farewels, ſo ſoft, ſo paſlio 
nate, and moving, that all who were b. 
were extremely touch*d with it, and ſaid}, 
That: nothing could be ſeen more deplorall 
and melancholy, | A thouſand Times the 
bad Farewel; and ſtill ſome tender Look 
or Word, would prevent his going; the 
embrace, and bid Farewel again. A thou 
fand Times ſhe ask'd his Pardon for bein 
the Occaſion of that fatal Separation; 
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thonſand Times aſſuring him, iſle would 
follow him, for ſhe cauld got live with 
out him. And Heaven denows when their 
ſoft and ſad Careſſes would have ended, 
had not the Officers aſſur'd him twas 
Time to mount the Scaffold. At which 
Words the Princeſs fell fainting in the 
Arms of her Woman, and they! led Tar- 
uin out of Priſoeon. 

When he came to 10 Nacket⸗ Plas 
whither he walked on Foot, follow*d by 
his own Domeſticks, and ſome bearing 
a black Velvet Coffin with Silver Hinges 3 
the Head's- man before him with his fatal 
Scimiter drawn, his Confeſſor by his Side, 
and many Gentlemen and Church-men, 
with Father Franciſco attending him, the 
People ſhowring Millions of Bleſſings o 
him, and beholding him with — 
Eyes, he mounted the Scaffold; which was 
Mio ſtrewed- with ſome Saw. duſt, about the 
Place Where he was to kneel, to receive 
fa the Blood: For they behead People kneel- 
| ing, and with the  Back-Stroak of a Sci- 
thel miter; and not lying on a Block, and 
with an Axe, as we in England The 
oY Scaffold had a low Rail about it, that eve- 
thou body might more conveniently ſee. 
ben This was hung with black, and all that 

State that ſuch a Death could have, was 
hon lere in moſt decent Order.

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He did not ſay much upon the Scaf. 
fold: The Sum of what he ſaid to his 
Friends was, to be kind, and take 
Care of the poor Penitent his Wife: 
To others, recommending his honeſt 
and generous Servants, whoſe Fidelity 
was ſo well known and mende 
that they were ſoon promiſed Prefer:
